While it seems clear that he pre- 
ferred working in an avant garde way, commercial work afforded both income and access to the most advanced technology, and Oskar was, among all of the radical film-makers of the 
Twenties, the most technically knowledgeable and adventurous. Oskar supported himself during this period by making conventional animation, which demonstrates his mastery of 
realistic anatomy, perspective and linear storytelling. Yet his personal film Spiritual Constructions shows the same radical consciousness and experimental techniques as his abstract 
works: the slender tale of two drunks who argue and stagger home becomes an epic voyage of warping shapes and thwarted perceptions, rendered with single-frame editing and 
scratching directly on film frames— devices that would re-emerge thirty years later in avant-garde filmmaking.

Mondale warns against Supreme 
Court decision 

By 2011, a case that had been 
winding its way through the lower 
courts landed at the Supreme Court. 

A u'roiip of landlords had sued 
St. Paul claiming that its stepped- 
up property code enforcement vio- 
lated the Fair Housing Act because 
it reduced the availability of low-in- 
come rental units and had a dispa- 
rate impact on black residents. 

Since the landlords were es- 
sentially arguing that the anti-dis- 
crimination laws gave them a 
right to not maintain apartments 
in black areas, the city of St. Paul 
fought the suit. 

The U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the Eighth Circuit ruled the land- 
lords had made a valid disparate 
impact claim, prompting St. Paul 
to appeal, arguing that the Fair 
Housing Act required proof of dis- 
criminatory intent and not simply 
discriminatory results. 

A week after the Supreme 
Court agreed to hear the case in 
November 2011, HUD finally 
released a proposed regulation, 
which set a single standard for 
proving violations of the Fair 
Housing Act. The proposed rule 
codifies within federal regulations 
the ban on practices that have dis- 
criminatory effects unless they can 
be shown to serve a legitimate pur- 
pose for business or government. 

Although all 1 1 appellate courts 
that have ruled on the issue have 
held that the Fair Housing Act 
allows disparate impact claims, the 
Justice Department and housing 
advocates feared the conservative 
majority on the Supreme Court 
would not agree. 

Minnesota native son former 
Vice President Walter Mondale, 
who helped write the 1968 law, 
urged St. Paul's mayor to with- 
draw the case. According to news 
accounts, Mondale called disparate 
impact the only means of effec- 
tively enforcing laws against hous- 
ing discrimination and asked the 
city not to risk a "Supreme Court 
decision that ruins the act." 

The Justice Department agreed 
not to intervene in two unrelated 
lawsuits against the city, a move 
now under investigation by con- 
gressional Republicans who say 
the administration offered t 



concession to persuade St. Paul to 
drop the disparate impact suit. 

St. Paul acquiesced, and in Feb- 
ruary 2012 the parties took the 
rare step of withdrawing the case 
from the Supreme Courtis docket. 

The fight from big business 

Meanwhile, lobbyists for the in- 
fluential banking, lending, and in- 
surance industries launched a broad 
campaign against the draft rule. 

Robert Dedefsen, vice president 
of public policy for the National 
Association of Mutual Insurance 
Companies, said his organization, 
which represents home insurers, 
opposes the regulation because it 
would place an unfair burden on 
companies to prove that policies 
that harm one group more than 
another are not discriminatory 

Businesses should not be penal- 
ized "because of a statistical dis- 
parity," Dedefsen said. "As long as 
it could be shown that there w as 
no intent to discriminate racially 
or ethnically, there should be no 
controversy." 

The American Bankers Associ- 
ation, the National Multi Housing 
Council and the Mortgage Bankers" 
Association either declined or did 
not respond to interview requests 
from ProPublica. 

The business community's 
pushback seemed to work. 

"The proposal was on the table 
last year at this time. As you got 
into July and August, the White 
House just let it be known that 
We just can't do it in this political 
season,'" said Robert Schwemm, a 
constitutional law and civil rights 
scholar at the University of Ken- 
tucky Law School. "Just to rattle 
off the groups that have decided 
to oppose it is to list some of the
